Seven little deaf and dumb chil- 
dren, sick with measles, have 
hroutfht about the postponement of 
a national convent ion at EdgewoOd 
Park. Owing to a mild epeidemic 

of measles among the '?'.'. r ) pupils at 

the Western Pennsylvania Institute 
for the Deaf and Dumb, the con- 
vention of the American Associa- 
tion to Promote the Teaching of 

Speech to the Deaf, which wits to 
have been held June 87th to July 
3d at the institute, was postponed 
yesterday until August 85th, 

Seven pupils were afflicted with 
the contagion a week ago, lasl 

Tuesday. Superintendent W. N. 

Bnrke declared lasl night that all 
are practically well. 

Unable to speak or hear, (he 
measles was a much worse sieji 
these little ones than lor noimal 
children. They were in ihe pecu- 
liar position of beinu: unable to cr\ 
aloud when in pain or make audi 
hie the innumerable complaints ami 
wishes which a sick child has. 
Upon deadened ears fell the sooth- 
ing and generally comforting words 
of solicitous attendants at the bed- 
sides 

The thing puzzling ihe officials is 
how the epidemic started. The 

superintendent believes the disease 

was brought into the school by 

some one of Ihe numerous visitors 
The pupils c.iiild not have contract 
ed it outside as t he\ 
lime. Many of the pupils In 
parted for ihe suminei vacation 
when the disease w.is discovered.
